A series of government reports shows 
that whatever may have been done to end 
employment discrimination on the lower 
levels, the key to the executive suite is 
still tagged mainly for the white, Anglo- 
Saxon Christian. 
The reports, by the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission, are to be made 
public at hearings in New York City next 
week. The hearings were called to explore 
employment discrimination on the white 
collar level in some of the nation’s largest 
businesses. 
This is the first time in the commis­ 
sion’s two and a half year history that it 
has moved primarily into big business 
white collar employment, although it tackl­ 
ed drug industry discrimination last fall. 
The commission has prepared at least 
four reports to back up its findings, and is 
prepared to listen to industry representa­ 
tives explain what they have done to try to 
eliminate racial, religious and sexual dis­ 
crimination in employment. 
The commission studies are based on 
data which employers were required by 
law to submit concerning their employ­ 
ment patterns in 1966 and 1967. The re­ 
ports are focused on New York City. 
One report details the employment pat­ 
terns of 100 major New York City corpora­ 
tions—and these firms, while headquarter­ 
ed in New York City, account for nearly 
16 per cent of the nations total output of 
goods and services and employ about 10 
per cent of the 26 million persons covered 
under the commission’s employment re­ 
porting system. The report covers, how­ 
ever, only their New York operations. 
Separate reports cover the financial 
industry — banks, 
insurance 
companies, 
brokerage firms—and the communications 
industry: 
advertising, 
book 
publishing, 
newspapers, magazines, radio and tele­ 
vision. 
There also is a report dealing with 
charges of discrimination against Jews in 
top level management. 
Specifically, the commission found that 
Jews are under-represented not only in 
New York City, but nationally in toprank- 
ing jobs in such industries as insurance, 
automobile manufacturing, banking, ship­ 
ping and even in law where Jewish la w 
school graduates are paid less than their 
gentile colleagues when they are hired for 
their first job with a law firm.

Polish Communist government 
charged Thursday the arm y at­ 
taches of the U.S. and Canadian 
embassies were caught “carry­ 
ing out intelligence activities” 
and the American was ordered 
to leave Poland before Jan. 16.

Casualties Show 
Intensification 
Of Vietnam War 


SAIGON (AP) 
— 
Casualty 
statistics from battle actions a 
year apárt reflect an intensifi­ 
cation of the Vietnam ground 
war due in some degree to re­ 
vived Communist quests for the 
initiative. 
Spokesmen announced Thurs­ 
day that 466 of the allies includ­ 
ing 184 Americans — about the 
recent average—died last week 
in combat in which they killed a 
record 2.868 Communist troops. 
In contrast, the first week of 
January, 
1967 
was 
relatively 
quiet. The allies then listed 190 
dead, including 67 Americans, 
and said they had killed 626 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese sol­ 
diers. 
The U.S. Command, in con­ 
firming the Communist death 
toll of 2,868 in the Dec. 31-Jan. 6 
reporting period, said more were 
killed than in “ any comparable 
period in the history of the Viet­ 
nam conflict.” The previous high 
was 2,774 in the week of March 
19-25, 1967. 
In addition to 184 Americans 
killed in action last week, 1,132 
were wounded. That compared 
with 185 killed and 437 wounded 
in the previous week. 
South Vietnam reported 263 of 
its armed forces killed and the 
other allies 19. The respective 
figures for the previous week 
were 227 and 37. 
Announced American losses in 
combat since 1961 rose to 16.181 
killed, 100,874 wounded and 915 
missing or captured.

The statement said Metzger 
was detained for some hours, 
from midafternoon until early 
morning, Jan. 5.

1st Class 
Letters to 
Go by Air 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Post 
Office 
Department 
an­ 
nounced 
plans 
Thursday 
to 
abandon its separate airmail 
sérvice and transport all first- 
class letter mail by plane. 
The new 6-cent rate for first- 
class postage will remain un­ 
changed. 
Postm aster Gen. Lawrence F. 
O’Brien, in announcing the plan 
at a news conference, said the 
department already is carrying 
most letters by air, but only an 
airmail stamp—at the new 10- 
cent rate—currently guarantees 
letters a place on the plane. 


SINGLE CLASS 
The post office plans to ask 
Congress in 1969 to formally 
eliminate the airmail rate and 
create a new single-class prior­ 
ity service under which all let­ 
ters destined for distant points 
would travel by plane. 
First-class mail accounts for 
about 56 per cent of all letters, 
and O’Brien said 40 per cent of 
this is going far enough to be 
airlifted. The rem ainder is des­ 
tined for nearby points. 
The plan would virtually elim­ 
inate the railroad as carriers 
of first-class mail—and the in­ 
dustry may use the announce­ 
ment as a basis for another 
round of proposals to discontin­ 
ue more passenger trains. 


VITAL LINK 
O’Brien said, however, that 
the railroads “will rem ain a vi­ 
tal link in our over-all trans­ 
portation pattern, particularly 
in the movement of containers, 
parcel 
post 
and 
other bulk 
mail.” 
The post office expects to pay 
the railroads about $270 million 
this year for carrying mail, and 
O'Brien said the departm ent’s 
move toward an all-air first- 
class system would not affect 
this revenue. 
O’Brien said “ very, very lit­ 
tle” first-class mail currently is 
being handled by the railroads 
and “ we have what closely ap­ 
proximates a total airlift serv­ 
ice now.” 
The department expects to 
pay the airlines this year about 
$150 million for transporting 
mail. 
O’Brien 
said 
that 
al­ 
though airmail revenue now to­ 
tals about $114 million he be­ 
lieves that the revenue loss 
which would result from elim­ 
inating the higher priced air­ 
mail service will be limited be­ 
cause of improved handling. 


EXPANSION 
The post office, O’Brien said, 
developed much of its current 
airlift service during the past 
year by expanding from 14 to 
more than 500 the number of 
cities receiving such service. In 
addition, through the use of re­ 
gional networks and air taxi op­ 
erations, the post office has es­ 
tablished within-state air serv­ 
ice in 35 states. 
O’Brien said, “Establishment 
of the airlift network wfas fore­ 
shadowed by the decline of rail­ 
road 
transportation 
schedules 
available to us for hauling first- 
class m ail.”

U.S. Health Laws

The move is designed also to 
help the administration stimu­ 
late changes in the nation’s 
health-care system to provide 
patients with more and better 
care and to control rapidly ris­ 
ing medical costs.

Israel, Egypt Agree

Two Trains 
Collide in 
New Jersey 


JERSEY CITY, N.J. (AP)— 
Two rapid 
transit commuter 
trains collided at the start of the 
evening rush hour Thursday, in­ 
juring about 200 persons and de­ 
laying thousands more. 
There 
were 
no reports 
of 
deaths, but five of the injured 
were 
regarded 
as 
critically 
hurt. 
“I heard a big sound and then 
everything went blank,” said 
Gilbert Rodriquez, 46, of the 
Bronx, N.Y., a passenger in one 
train. 


EXTRA HELP NEEDED 
Injured jammed the basement 
emergency room at the Jersey 
City Medical Center. Twenty- 
eight extra doctors were called 
in to help two regular physi­ 
cians treat injured. 
Dr. Clifford Blasi, director of 
emergency facilities, estimated 
more than 200 injured were 
brought in. Most were released 
after examination and treat­ 
ment. He said live were criti­ 
cal. 
The 
hospital 
adm inistrator, 
Theodore A u s t i n , said 50 
stretcher cases were brought in. 
These were carried in near-zero 
weather 
along 
snow-covered 
tracks for 300 yards. 


IN STOPPED TRAIN 
Rodriquez said he was in a 
train which was stopped behind 
another 
of 
the 
subway-style 
trains waiting to enter the Jer­ 
sey City station. 
He said a third train collided 
with the rear of the one he was 
on. He said the impact knocked 
him unconscious and when he 
awoke “ many people were on 
the floor, all yelling.” He was 
taken to the hospital with back 
and neck injujries. 
The accident halted service on 
the line, which hauls 100.000 
commuters a day between New 
York and New Jersey, for an 
hour. Commuters who normally 
ride the electric cars to connect 
with other trains and buses at 
Jersey City and Newark were 
forced to wait for service to re­ 
sume or seek alternate means 
of transportation. 


STRANDED 
Some were stranded in Hobo­ 
ken, N.J., the first stop after the 
trains cross the Hudson River in 
a tunnel. 
Robert Ferrara, 26, of the 
Bronx, said he had just dozed 
off “when all of a sudden I was 
thrown against the seat in front 
of me.” He suffered a bruised 
finger.

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson waded into new 
phases of the huge federal budg­ 
et Thursday shortly after prais­ 
ing America’s military men for 
investing dollars as well as 
courage and brawn in Ameri­ 
ca’s freedom. 
The praise came in a ceremo­ 
ny at Bergstrom Air Force Base 
here where Johnson presented a 
Minute Man flag to the Tactical 
Air Command’s 12th Air Force 
for 90.2 per cent participation in 
the U.S. 
savings bond cam­ 
paign. \ 
Afterward Johnson motored to 
his office in the Federal Build­ 
ing in downtown Austin for talks 


about the budget of the Agency 
for International Development 
with Director William Gaud, the 
Justice Department with Atty. 
Gen. Ramsey Clark, and the 
government’s big housing and 
housekeeping agency, the Gen­

Pennsylvania 
State 
Troopers 
will 
man an eye testing station in Potts- 
town’s armory on a once a week basis 
Starting Jan. 24. 


The Mercury triggered a campaign 
for a local testing station last Septem­ 
ber. 
Some community leaders felt it 
was a futile effort. 
“We tried years 
ago and nothing came of it. 
It’s a dead 
issue,” they said. 


But the matter was not dropped al­ 
though full support wasn’t given it by 
some. 


Rep. Herbert Maack, along with sup­ 
port 
by 
State 
Senator 
Edwin 
Holl, 
spearheaded the campaign. 


Their efforts and the efforts of The 
Mercury finally paid off. 


Hundreds 
of 
area 
drivers 
were 
forced to make the long trip to another 
testing station each month. 
They lost 
at least a half day of work. 


They were forced to go in all types 
weather. 
It was costly, inconvenient 


and. at times, hazardous. 


Enough protests were made and the 
State police agreed that Pottstown de­ 
served more from the State than it was 
getting. 
Finally approval was given. 


The whole of Pottstown will benefit 
from the local testing center. 


Another benefit, one not expected, 
from the campaign was a proposal to* 
have hearings on license suspensions 
also conducted locally. 


This proposal was approved Wed­ 
nesday 
and 
it’s 
certain 
that 
Potts­ 
tonians also will get a fairer shake here, 
too. 
For some, especially those who 
don’t do much driving, it was simpler 
to lose a license for a short period than 
go through the long drawn out system 
of driving to Reading for a hearing. 
The hearings there required a long wait 
and a person would usually lose a day. 


The next step for Pottstown will be 
to have a complete driver testing station 
locally. 
New drivers still must go to a 
far distant point to take tests. 
People 
who moved into the area from out of 
state also must take the com plete test. 


A local center is mandatory. Potts­ 
town deserves it. 


Instant Excavation 


A nuclear explosion took place Dec. 
10 which has not received the attention 
it merits. 
Such a detonation is not an 
unusual occurrence for these times, but 
this particular blast was the first of 
what probably will become an increas­ 
ing number of nuclear excavations for 
a practical industrial purpose. 
Nuclear energy is a natural excavator 
in spots which are inaccessible by more 
conventional means. 
It m ight also be 
considerably less costly. 
In 1947, an estimate for digging a 
new canal across Panama using conven­ 
tional means was $6.2 billion. 
In 1960, 
the estim ate for doing the job with a 
series of nuclear explosions was only 
one-tenth as much. 
Testing a series of simultaneous nu­ 
clear explosions, 
to evaluate 
trench- 
digging capabilities, is one of two ex­ 
periments included in the fiscal 1968 
budget of the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion. The other is a single underground 
excavation detonation. 
The explosion last month in western 
New Mexico was underwritten jointly 
by the AEC and the El Paso Natural Gas 
Co. and was designed to unlock natural 


gas dammed behind an impenetrable 
rock formation 4,200 feet below the 
surface. 
A number of other private bids are 
in for AEC approval on a variety of pro­ 
jects in the petroleum and metal mining 
fields. 
The 
treaty 
banning 
above­ 
ground nuclear explosions, to which the 
United States is a party, prohibits some 
of the projects which might otherwise 
be accepted because it provides that no 
tests shall release radioactive materials 
which pass beyond national boundaries. 
This particular provision, like others 
in the treaty, has been ignored by th l 
Soviet Union. 
Radioactive debris from 
Soviet explosions has been detected in 
Japan and Finland. 
But the provision 
provides a firm brake on certain types 
of commercial development of nuclear 
energy in the U. S. 
Underground storage and excava­ 
tion of scarce minerals in heretofore in­ 
accessible places are brightest prospects 
for nuclear blasting at the present time. 
But for a power source literally cap­ 
able of moving mountains, these are but 
a beginning.

But I was called a “ radical” 
and older publishers even can­ 
celed this column merely be­ 
cause I had used such general­ 
ities as “ erotic calories.”

All Around the Town 


Dog Headed Men 
To Be Preserved 


Centuries ago, natural history writers told 
about the Cynocephajus, a dog-headed creature 
that had a dog’s snout and fangs but a man’s 
body. 
The fabled Cynocephalus was eventually 
linked with the real - life baboon, but som e 
naturalists now think the description better fits 
the indri, one of the rare tailless lemurs of 
Madagascar. 
Lemurs are primates, members of the same 
order as m en, apes, and monkeys, the National 
Geographic society says. 
Lemurs are shy and 
gentle; they feed on fruit and insects. 
Once these animals inhabited Europe, North 
America, and Africa, but now they survive only 
on Madagascar (the Malagasy Republic) and 
neighboring isles. 
During the hot Summers, 
lemurs often sleep for weeks. 
Madagascar is making a major effort to 
preserve its lemurs from extinction. 
Already 
the lem urs live under special protection. Reser­ 
vations have been established in various parts 
of the island. These reserves are supervised by 
the Division of Natural Reserves headed by Guy 
Ramanantsoa. 
Leading the campaign to preserve Mada­ 
gascar's 
lemurs 
and 
other 
unique 
animal 
species is the French Governm ent’s Office of 
Overseas 
Scientific 
and 
Technical 
Research 
(ORSTOM), whose madagascar headquarters is 
directed by Dr. Patrice Roederer. 
Dr. 
Roederer 
recently 
assisted 
National 
Geographic artist Walter Weber, who is paint­ 
ing a series of vanishing animals. 
Earlier the 
French scientist helped Luis Maiden, chief of 
National Gcographic’s Foreign Editorial Staff, 
obtain an intact egg of the extinct Acpyornis 
the largest bird that ever lived. 
The 10-foot- 
high acpyornis vanished centuries ago, prob­ 
ably because of overhunting.. 
The indri, one ol the lemurs most threaten­ 
ed with extinction, resem bles a monkey with­ 
out a tail. 
Its name in Malagasy means “Look!” 
which is what tribesmen supposedly said when 
they first pointed out the animal to Europeans. 
Even rarer than the indri is the aye-ave, a 
bug-eyed lemur named for the cry it makes. 
About the size of a house cat, the aye-ave has 
spidery fingers used to reach into tree cracks 
to hook grubs. 
The Great Red Island, as Madagascar is 
known, 
has another unusual animal in the 
tenrec, a relative of the shrew and hedgehog. 
Covered with spines, the tenrec rolls up into a 
tight ball when attacked. 
American scientists recently discovered thaf 
tenrecs communicate by rubbing their quills 
together, much as crickets rub their hind legs. 
The signals are too high-pitched for the human 
ear to detect, but a mother tenrec makes such 
sounds, for instance, to tell her young that she 
has found a juicy earthworm. 
Someday 
Madagascar’s 
unusual 
creatures 
may prove an economic boon by attracting 
thousands of visitors to the island. 
Already 
East Africa's game brings in vast numbers of 
tourists, whose spending has proved a major 
source of income. 
The head of Madagascar’s 
tourist bureau. M. Charles Rakotoarison, takes 
special interest in the wildlife. 


NEW WEAPONS 
Man has come a long way since a flyswatter 
was the ultimate weapon against his* ancient 
enemy — the insect. 
Recently, scientists have added a host of 
new weapons to man’t arsenal. 
Pest research 
has been spurred by growing awareness that 
some pesticides leave dangerous residues that 
can harm people as well as wildlife. 
It has also been learned that pesticides lose 
their effectiveness as insects become resistant 
to them. 
Attempts to elim inate flies with DDT, 
for instance, had phenomenal success — at 
first. 
But soon the insects were back, figura­ 
tively laughing at the chemical that once killed 
them. 
Many entom ologists now favor a combina­ 
tion of chemical and biological methods to con­ 
trol insects. 
Pesticides can only be used 
econom ically to wipe out perhaps 90 percent 
of an insect species. 
To get the remaining 10 
percent, a nonchemical method may be used. 
1 he nonchemical method can be especially ef­ 
fective when the insect population reaches a 
low ebb. 
One technique sterilizes male insects and 
releases them to mate with fertile females. 
Since many fem ale insects mate only once, thev 
will produce no young. 
The method was used in the late 1950’s to 
rid the southern United States of the screwworm 
fly causing heavy damage to cattle. 
Many fem ale insects use special chemicals 
to attract mates. 
Scientists have succeeded in 
synthesizing som e of these chemicals. 
Since 
an attractant is unique for each species, male 
insects of a single species can be lured into a 
trap where they can be either killed or sterilized 
and released. 
Alternatively, the attractant can 
be sprayed on areas so wide that the males 
can never find the fem ales. 
Among the sex attractants thus far identi­ 
fied and synthesized are those of an army 
worm that attacks corn and sorghum and the 
gypsy moth which preys on forests and shade 
trees. 
Another possible way to attack insects is 
with juvabione, a horm onelike substance ex­ 
tracted from balsam trees. 
Juvabione keeps 
certain insects from developing into adults __ 
the stage when they may cause damage. 
Researchers have also found insecticides 
that penetrate a host plant to poison aphids or 
bugs. 
These new insecticides, known as svs- 
temics, enter the sap through the leaves or the 
roots. 
Once inside, the poison is distributed 
throughout the plant, hence cannot be washed 
away by rain. 
Another new scientific trick identifies a 
disease that attacks a species of pestiferous 
bugs, 
then 
spreads the 
disease. 
Japanese 
beetles, for instance, were brought under con­ 
trol in m any areas by m ilkv disease, which at­ 
tacks beetle larvae in the soil. 
Though the 
disease spores remain viable for years, they are 
not known to attack any other animal.

A new concept in collection of 
trash and garbage, special paper 
bags, has been adopted by a 
Pottstown area hauling firm on 
a trial basis. 
Officials of Kimberton Ser­ 
vices company, a private trash 
collection firm with contracts in 
Kimberton, C h e s t e r Springs, 
Birchrunville and Charlestown 
township, said they will start a 
trial collection using the bags 
as soon as they receive them. 
“ We read in The Mercury 
about all the advantages of the 
bags,” said Mrs. Virginia Gra­ 
ham, co-owner of the business 
with her husband, “ and we feel 
it might be just the thing for 
our operation.” 


MADE FOR TRASH 
The bags are made for the 
collection of trash and garbage. 
Ttiey are a heavy duty, two 
ply paper with a 30 gallon capa­ 
city. 
By contrast, most metal 
containers only hold 20 gallons 
of trash. 
The bags are chemically treat­ 
ed to withstand water, grease 
and hungry animals. 
Best feature is that they are

State Says Resignation Demonstrates Need (or One Board

HARRISBURG (AP) — The 
State Board of Education said 
Thursday the resignation of Dr. 
Robert Christie as president of 
Millersville State College dem­ 
onstrated the need for a single 
board of trustees to govern all 
state colleges. 
The pronouncement was con­ 
tained in a resolution unani­ 
mously adopted by the 16- 
member State Board. 
Five 
members were absent, includ­ 
ing chairan Otis C. McCreery. 
Christie, in his third year as 
president, resigned earlier this 
month at the request of the col­ 
lege’s board of trustees with 
whom he had policy differences. 
His resignation is effective 
Aug. 31. 
The resolution said the trus­ 
tees “acted within the legal 
powers granted to it by present 


legislation,” which the State 
Board 
would 
like 
to 
see 
changed. 
SHOWS NEED 
“This incident demonstrates 
the need for a single state board 
of trustees for all state colleges 
which would concern itself with 
the total program needs of the 
state colleges instead of the 
present boards which concern 
themselves 
primarily 
w i t h 
local situations,” the resolution 
stated. 
The single board of trustees 
[was contained in the State 


Board’s Master Plan for Higher! 
Education, and the Shafer Ad­ 
ministration currently has a bill 
before the Senate to implement 
the proposal. 
Prior to the State Board’s ac­ 
tion, I)r. David H. Kurtzman, 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, reported that a “difference 
of philosophy” was the apparent 
reason for Christie’s forced re­ 
signation. 
“ From what w'e’ve been able 
to gather, we do not see any 
evidence that policital differ- 
enes were responsible,” Kurtz­ 


man said. “We’re not judging 
whether or not the board did the 
right thing. 
INVESTIGATE WHAT? 
“Even if we had the power to 
I investigate, w hich we do nol, 
what would we investigate? It 
was a resignation that was re­ 
quested. It was Dr. Christie who 
set forth the reasons for his res- 
signation.” 
Christie cited fundamental dif­ 
ferences in policy between him­ 
self and the board in giving rea­ 
sons for his resignation, but Rep.

gheny, charged in a House

MOSCOW (AP) — A Soviet 
surgeon has grafted the head 
and front legs of a 2-month-old 
puppy onto a 4-year-old dog. 
Tass reported Friday. It said 
the two-headed dog, 
called 
Mukhtar, “feels well.” 
The Soviet news agency said 
the transplant was performed 
by a pathophysiologist, Vladi­ 
mir Demikov, at Kiev three 
days ago. 
Demikov, Tass said, once con­ 
sulted in Moscow with Dr. 
Christiaan Barnard, the South 
African heart transplant sur­ 
geon. 
Throughout the four-hour op-| 
eration, Mukhtar was under j 
deep anesthesia assisted by a 
lung machine, Tass said, and no 
deep cooling or artificial blood 
circulation aids were used. 
The agency said incisions 
Were made on Mukhtar’s neck, 
and blood vessels were bared 
and prepared. The donor pup­ 
py’s body was severed between 
the third and fourth ribs. 
HEAD GRAFTED 
The head section then was 
grafted onto Mukhtar’s neck. 
With a vessel-suturing instru-1 
ment, the arteries and veins of 
the two animals were connect­ 
ed, Tass said. 
When the two-headed dog 
woke up. Tass said, “Mukhtar’s 
head was quiet. At the same 
time the impression was that it 
w ants to shake off the alien bur­ 
den. The puppy was very1 
aggressive. Several times it bit 
Mukhtar in the ear and the leg, 
and reacted with interest to ev­ 
erything around it. 
“After the big dog was fed. 
both heads grew accustomed to 
their new position and finally 
fell asleep.” the account said. I

Reports from Soviet sources 
who were among the few per­ 
sons admitted to the literary 
trial which began Monday gave 
this account: 
The prosecutor demanded a 
year in prison for Miss Vera 
Lashkova, 21, charged with vio­ 
lating the law by typing manu­ 
scripts the prosecutor labelled 
as anti-Soviet. 


2 YEAR SENTENCE 
The prosecutor asked a two- 
year sentence for poet Alexei 
Dobrovolsky, 29, the only de­ 
fendant to plead guilty and turn

A year also could be cut from 
the seven years demanded by 
the prosecution for Yuri Galan- 
skov, 28, charged with anti-So­ 
viet propaganda and currency 
violation.

The addition is a life­ 
tim e reserve of 60 days of hos­ 
pital care. 
U n d er the original m edicare 
law, P a r t A hospital insurance 
covered up to 90 days of hos­ 
pitalization 
per

day of hospitalization. 


If hospitalization w as n eces­ 
sa ry after the 90th day during

—if he didn’t have som e other 
insurance. 
A spell of illness begins the 
first day a patient receives cov­ 
ered hospital services; it ends 
when the patient has not been 
in a hospital or nursing home 
for at least GO consecutive days.

every person 65 y ears old and 
over will have 60 additional days 
of hospital insurance—of which 
he will pay the first $20 per 
d ay of costs.

A Mile a Day Can't 


Keep Dogs Away 


Pottstown residents who have seen 
Bruce 
Bergquist jogging around the 
Jackson 
and 
Keim street areas may think he’s running away 
from something, reality perhaps, but actually 
The Hill school faculty 
member is aiming for 
a goal, to run in the Boston 
Marathon in April. 
Middle 
age 
sluggishness 
prompted 
Bergquist, 34, to 
begin his daily 
jaunts, and 
being a native 
of 
Massa­ 
chusetts the idea of entering 
the world famous marathon 
naturally entered his mind. 
The race is held each year 
on April 19, Patriot’s Day. 
starting in the small town of 
Hopkinton and ending at the 
Prudential center in Boston, a distance of 26 
rugged miles. Last year over 700 runners from 
all over the world entered, with a New 
Zea­ 
lander taking first place. 
Bergquist’s 
daily 
training 
periods 
have 
gained him many new friends, including sev­ 
eral neighborhood dogs that tag along and keep 
him company. 
“A lot of people stop and wave at me each 
day," he said, “but I don’t know who they are 
as I can’t stop and converse with them. There’s 
one girl out by St. Pius X High 
school 
who 
keeps urging me run faster. 
Bergquist’s emergence as a long 
distance 
runner came quite accidentally two years ago 
when he and his fam ily were vacationing in 
Maine, 
“I had a cousin who used to run on the 
beach." Bergquist said, “and one day he in­ 
vited me along. I thought'he was 
crazy 
but 
finally I relented and went out with him. I’ll 
never forget that first day. We 
ran 
several 
miles and after I got back I couldn’t move for 
three or four days.” 
Once school began again Bergquist’s time 
was filled with his teaching duties and help­ 
ing coach football to the junior teams on the 
far fields. 
“A fter football was when I started to feel 
sluggish and started to run on the Hill track,’* 
he added, “but the snow and ice forced me to 
find some other place to work out and that’s 
when I took to the roads." 
Bergquist adm its he has 
no 
delusions of 
great athletic achievem ents but he would like 
to enter and finish in the marathon. 
“I believe that everyone who enters it sets 
some kind of a goal.” the 
father 
of 
three 
added, “and I suppose I’ll get some kind 
of 
standard for m yself. 
Bergquist also mentioned 
that last year’s 
winner averaged about five minutes per m ile 
during the entire race. “I could never run a 
five minute mile, but three and a half 
hours 
sounds good to me." 
Being a native of M assachusetts. Bergquist 
has seen parts of the marathon run. “You see 
& lot of absolutely exhausted people 
com ing 
in,” he said, “but it’s becoming fashionable to 
enter it. Every year more and more entries are 
being accepted.’’ 
To enter the sace a, candidate must be a 
member of the Amateur Athletic Union, and 
must receive a clean bill of health before he 
is allowed to run. 
“They don’t allow women 
to 
enter 
the 
race,” he said, although one sneaked past the 
officials last year and actually completed the 
race. They frown upon it though. The AAU 
is about as liberal as the John Birch Society.” 
Asked about how 
his w ife 
takes to these 
daily excursions, which now accumulate up to 
10 miles per day, Bergquist said she accepts 
It. “She ju st nods to me as I’m walking out 
the door" he added. 
Before the cold weather set in. he also had 
company on the Hill track from his 9 year old 
daughter Berit, who. he adds, “doesn’t aspire 
to become a track star.” 
Bergquist doesn’t believe conditioning is the 
biggest problem facing entrants, It’s blisters’’ 
he said. Anyone in reasonably good physical 
condition should be able to finish, 
but 
sore 
feet and blisters is what knocks a lot of them 
out.

Swanson and Corbridge con­ 
firmed earlier aerial observa­ 
tion that the craft was virtually 
intact but burned out.

Pilot is Killed 
When 2 Planes 
Collide in Air 


PEARL HARBOR ( A P ) - One 
pilot was killed and at least one 
other injured 
Thursday when 
two 
antisubm arine 
aircraft 
planes collided in the air while 
on a training mission near the 
island of Kauai, the Navy re­ 
ported. 
The twin-engined planes were 
based aboard the aircraft car­ 
rier Yorktown. 
The Navy said one plane, with 
two aboard, went down in the 
ocean. The condition of its crew 
m em bers was not immediately 
known. 
The other plane crash landed 
on Kauai Island, about 90 miles 
from 
Honolulu, 
near Barking 
Sands. 


“ The nose, the wings and the 
tail section look like they are 
still attached to the fuselage. It 
was burned completely.” 
The plane crashed within an 
hour after its pilot radioed at 
1:50 p. m. Wednesday that icing 
conditions 
were 
forcing him 
down below the 10,000 foot level. 
The C54 was enroute to Seat­ 
tle, Wash., from Buckley Air 
field in Denver, 
Colo., 
which 
reported 18 men aboard. It was 
on a 10-day Western tour from 
Quantieo Marine base in Vir­ 
ginia. Quantico said 20 Marines 
were on the flight. Denver said 
none left there. 


FOUND AT DAWN 
The wreckage was found at 
dawn Thursday, after the bliz­ 
zard subsided. 
A Navy helicopter, Carrying a 
param edic team, hovered over 
the wreckage. 
Sheriff George Schwin of Lan­ 
der County led a four-man party 
to the area. The ravine was so 
inaccessible that only Swanson 
and Corbridge set out on the 
hike. 
The story of the death of the 
plane was told by radio and by 
ranchers in the sparsely settled 
mountain country. 


ON INSTRUMENTS 
The pilot was flying on instru­ 
ments because of the blizzard. 
At 1:50 p.m. Wednesday, in his 
last message, he told the Feder­ 
al Aviation Agency in Salt Lake 
City that “ I am losing altitude 
at 10,000 feet and at present 
time unable to maintain 12.000.” 
Twelve thousand feet was his 
minimum scheduled altitude. 
Then, between 2 and 3 p.m. 
rancher Robert Hodges heard a 
“ boom and a roar.” Because of 
the 
snowstorm 
he 
could 
see 
nothing. 
The plane had hit the highest 
peak in the area, a steep snow- 
covered peak towering over a 
val'ey of sagebrush. 
Directly below the crash site 
is the Saval cattle ranch. But 
the 
nearest 
dirt road 
is 
six 
miles from the ravine where tlm 
plane cam e to rest.

‘War in Vietnam, anarchy in 
our cities, collapse of farm poli­ 
cy, rising loss of confidence in 
national leadership — A m erica’s 
decision in 1968 will turn on 
these and other great 'issues.” 
It added: “ The coming earn 
paign is so crucial for our coun­ 
try that a forthright and vigor­ 
ous Republican effort m ust be­ 
gin now. We are convinced that

of 
A mericans 
shafe this view. 


Vice President Returns Home 
From 9 Nation Tour of Africa 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Vice 
Preside.it H ubert H. Humphrey 
returned Thursday from a 13- 
day, nine-nation swing around 
Africa, reporting that continent 
“ is on the right road, although 
its long journey has only be­ 
gun.” 
Humphrey gave a glowing ac­ 
count of his trip when he a r­ 
rived in 21-degree chill at near­ 
by Andrews Air Force Base. 
That included the opinions of 
African leaders about U.S. poli­ 


cy on Vietnam. Humphrey said 
the Africans are mainly inter­ 
ested in 
progress 
in 
Africa, 
rather than telling Washington 
what to do about the Southeast 
Asian w'ar. 
However, most of the African 
leaders, when they did speak 
about Vietnam, “ were very con­ 
siderate of the United States,” 
the vice president said. 


FULL SUPPORT 
“I think the majority of them 


were in full support of the P resi­ 
dent,” he said in off-the-cuff re ­ 
marks suupplementing his print­ 
ed arrival statement. 
Humphrey dismissed as rela­ 
tively 
insignificant the 
small 
number of antiwar demonstra­ 
tions he encountered. He said 
the protestors numbered only in 
the scores compared with hun­ 
dreds of thousands who turned 
out to greet him cordially as a 
representative of America.
